ASIATIC 
CHOLERA SPREADING 
IN 
RUSSIA 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—Asiatic cholera in its most deadly form 


ins appeared in Kiissin, noi-ording to rqjorls to tho United S'lalcs Public 
-lealth Service. 
Tlio reports deal willi conditions only in tlie govorn- 


uenlul section of Podoliii. Information from adjacent provinces is eagerly 
waited by the service officials. 


In Podolia, between July 10 and 25, there were discovered 104 cases, 


59 of which .wore fatal- 
The following week, ending Aug. '2, there were 


150 cases, and the death rate had risen to -Hi. With the lack of sanitation 
,md proper care, the Public Health Service fears that a scourge as deadly 
as war may sweep Europe. 


Reports of the appearance of the scourge in the Austrian' armies 


iiave been frequent. 
Up to. the present time the service officials have not 


jeen nhlc to obtain any data.

sentry, tricked by his nerves, fires his rifle he brings the whole advanced post up at "double; quick" only to 
find that there has been a false alarm. Such alarms come half a dozen times on some nights and they are very 


wearing on the troops.

Meanwhile the fog which the French 


official report yesterday announced had 
prevented operations In the Woevr<) 
district, covers metaphorically the rest 
of the long battlo line.

know from tho allied side is that so 
far the British and French armies have 
held their grip on. thaic. positions and 
have consistently 
thrown back

been no change in the situation and 
the claim of tho allies that the scales 
have turned slightly in their favor is 
stoutly denied.

ture of thousands of dead and wound- 
ed lying in the fire-swept zone be- 
tween the two armies and every fresh 
assault is adding to the ghnstly litter.

ASIATIC 
CHOLERA 
SPREADING 
IN 
RUSSIA 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—Asiatic cholera in its most deadly form 


has appeared in Russia, according to reports to tho United States Public 
Health Service. 
The reports deal with conditions 
only in the govern- 


mental section of Podolia. Information from adjacent provinces is eagerly 
tvwaited by the service officials. 


In Podolia, between July 10 and 25, there were discovered 104 cases, 


39 of which were fatal. 
Tho following week, ending Aug. 2, there were 


150 cases, and the death rate had risen to 46. With the lack of sanitation, 
.•mdjiroper care, the Public Health Service fears that a scourge as deadly 
as war may sweep Europe. 
' ' ' • 


Keports of the appearance of the scourge in the Austrian armies 


have been frequent. Up to the present time the service officials have not 
been able to obtain any data. 


The situation from the meager knowledge gathered by the'federal 


guardians of the nation's health is one of the most serious that has arisen 
iu modern times. Asiatic cholera is recognized as one of the swiftest and 
most deadly of epidemics and in the present conditions in Europe it might 
gain such a foothold as to wipe out hundreds of thousands

"As oysters are often before soup 


the oyster fork is laid fartlicst from 
the plate, the soup spoqn next a.nd 
then the knife. 
The other spoons 


should not be laid on the table when 
the service Is formal but should be 
put on the table when the dessert and 
coffee is served. 


"Bread and butler spreaders should 


and butter plate in front or at the: 
tip ends of tho forks.

Huudreds of Thousands of Men Eat 


Live and Sleep in Subterranean 
Town—Nerves of the Sentries are 
Sorely Tried 


LONDON, 
Sept. 
29.—An 
official 


communication given out by the Bel- 
gian government is contained in an 
Antwerp despatch to the neuter's Tel- 
egram Co. It says: 


"After bombarding Mullncs, 11 miles 


southeast of Antwerp, 
the Germans 


under cover of night re-entered the 
unoccupied town but have now re- 
sumed their march therefrom. 


' "The Germans have directed tho flro 
of their heavy artillery on the forts 
of Wavrc. St. Catherine and \Vaelhem, 
about ten miles from Antwerp, but 
with a result not justifying their great 
expenditure of ammunition. Our forts 
replied and the bombardment ceased. 


"Between the Dendre and the Wille- 


bruueck canal the offensive movement 
of the enemy was promptly checked. 
The forts lulHcted serious losses on 
the enemy and compelled his retreat." 


A picture of the suffering o£ the German troops camped for miles in underground trenches and 
gal- 


leries along tho Aisno river is given by the Paris corresondont of tho Mail. 
Ho says that ihe autuumul 


weather, with its warm sunshine in the daytime, damp nights and bitterly cold dawns is extremely trying to 
tho men, who arc compelled to spend every minute in the same section of the damp, depressing trenches. 
If 


the men step from the trenches to the level ground they do so at risk of their lives. At night the chances oC 
an unexpected attack from tho allies' infantry are so great that every German soldier must be at his post in 
the narrow ditch which is his home-and defense, sleeping as best he may with his rifle at his .side ready to 
spring up at any moment nt the alarms, which come very frequently these dark nights. 
The nerves of the 


sentries are srely tried. 
They mistake the most innocent sounds for French infantry creeping up. 
When a 


sentry, tricked by his nerves, lires his rifle he brings the whole advanced post up at "double quick" only to 
find that there has been a false alarm. Such alarms come half a dozen times on some nights and they are very 


wearing on the troops. 


The trench system is most elaborate. It constitutes a whole subterranean town with main thorough- 


fares, side streets and telephone wires running all along. There hundreds of thousands of men eat, live and 
sleep so well concealed that from a little way down the hill in front nothing is to be seen revealing the exist- 
ence of the trenches except the hardly noticeable bank of earth slightly above the level.

Drivers should 
always approach and cross a railroad 
crossing on low gear, and never fail 
to "Stop, Look and Listen" before 
crossing. 


NEW 
SCHEME FOR LIGHTING • 


An 
English firm has 
devised 
a 


lighting arrangement for automobiles, 
which consists of a neat mahogany 
moulding 2 1-2 inches deep recessed 
to hold twelve electric bulbs placed 
side by side. 
The arrangement is 


fitted to tho 1'ront of the dash, where 
It reaches right across the car. Tho 
lamps aro wired in parallel «o that 
failure of one does not diminish the 
total volume of light. 


Suitably arranged controls permit 


of the usn of the lamps as ma be re- 
quired by road conditions; for in- 
stance, the central six may be cut out 
or the central ten, leaving the out- 
side two as side lamps. 


The rays can be directed to any 


angle by means of a lever, for in- 
stance, cither down on the road in 
front of tho car or upward, to enable 
a sign post to be read or the num- 
ber of a house to be deciphered. Tho 
rays can also be thrown on the motor 
when the hood is rcmovert, thus as- 
sisting repairs or adjustments being 
-wle at night. 


It is claimed that these lights, while 


giving- an ample beam, have no blind- 
ng- effect on pedestrians or to mfl- 
orists meeting their rays—no shad- 
ows are thrown and the volume of 
Ight can be diminished in city traffic.

Tells Interesting Story 


of the Wreck of the 
City of Louvain 


WASHINGTON, Sept. '-'0,—A graphic 


description of the wreck and desolation 
of tho ancient city of Lou vain, Bel- 
glum, is given by Prof. B. Gllson of the 
University of Louvain, In a letter to 
the Belgian minister of justice, Henry 
Carton do Wiart, one of the Belgian 
high commissioners who recently pre- 
sented a statement of Belgium's case 
to President Wilson. The letter says: 


"I enter the 'city, coming from Tcr- 


vueren. 
Beginning at Uerthein, I sue 


.numerous .burnt and crumbling houses; 
the nearer you come to the gloomy and 
silent city the more their number. 


'At the 'Sept coins' Louvain reveals 


itself to my eyes. 
The centre of the 


city is a smoking heap of ruins. It Is a 
veritable Pompeii. But how much moro 
tragic and vivid Is tho sight of this new 
Pompeii! An oppressive silence every- 
where. 
Everybody has 
fled; at 
tlio 


windows of cellars I sec frightened 
faces and Ht the street corners Prus- 
sian sentinels, sordid, immovable and 
silent. 


"In the centre stand the walls of 


'St. Peter,' now a grinning silhouette, 
roof nnd belfry gone, tho walls black- 
ened and caved in. In front stands tho 
'Hotel do Ville' dominating everything 
and almost Intact. Further on the re- 
mains 
of 
'Les 
Halles,' entirely de- 


stroyed, except for tho arcade of bi-; 
pillars of the 'Salle des Pas Perdu?.' 
The library and its treasures aro en- 
tirely gone. The 'Rue de Diest' up to 
St. Peter's, is a heap of ruins, bricks, 
scrap iron and charred beams. -'Rue <i& 
La. Station' is entirely burnt; but the 
fronts of the modern houses have re- 
sisted the fire. T approach the statue 
of 'Just LIpse.' Everything burnt. The 
house 'David Fishbach'. has fallen 
10 


pieces. 
At the foot of the statue, in 


a flower bed nil trampled under foot, 
there Is an irregular hillock covered 
with a few dead leaves. An old woman 
recognizing: me 
tells mo 
'Monsieur, 


this is the grave of Monsieur David and 
his son. the best people that ever lived. 
They were killed by shrapnel fired upon 
them as they were leaving their house. 
The Capuchin brothers burled the dead 
and made temporary graves for them.' 
Graves were found nearly everywhere. 
In front of the statue, near a house, I 
find traces of fire. 


"'In this place,' tho old woman tells 


me. 'the Prussians burnt a bodj' after 
soaking it in petroleum. Some 
men 


buried the charred remains.1 


"The greater part of 'Rue Leopold' is 


burnt. In the 'Place du Peuple' every- 
thing is burnt, except one house, which 
is riddled with bullets.

"All forks with the exception of the 


small one for raw oysters aro laid 
to the left of the plate, line's .up. The 
oyster fork, the soup spoon, and the 
knives with sharp edges inward, arc' 
laid to the right of the plate in the 
order which they are to be used. 


"As oysters are often before soup 


the oyster fork is laid farthest from 
the plate, the soup apooii next and 
then the knife. 
The other spoons 


should not be laid on the table when 
the service Is formal but should he 
put on the table when tho dessert and 
coffee is' served. 


"Bread and butter spreaders should 


bo placed ' on the bread and butter 
plate. The tumbler should, bo placed 
at.the tip of tho knife and tho bread 


and butter plate in front or at the 
tip ends of the Corks. 
Some prefer 


to have the butter spreaders placed 
with the other knives at the right of 
tho plate. 


"For informal serving, too, tho tea-

which has been Issued by the com- 
missioner of .labor since, the organiza- 
tion of the bureau in 1S83. The last 
compilati6n ended the legislation of 
the year 1907. The present work is in 
:wo parts and gives .the. laws of a,ll 
tho states and of the United States up 
to. tho close of the year 1DJ3. 


Tho major part of tho Itiws relate 


to tho two subjects of the regulation 
of mines and factories. 
One of, the 


most, important subjects is the law re- 
garding th'o regulation of the condi- 
tions of the employment of women arid 
children. Tho'mothers' pension law is 
also found in this instructive work 
and will prove very interesting read- 


matter. The.bulletin shows mini- 


mum wage laws In nine «Uitea (Wis- 
consin, Washington, Utah, Oregon, Ne- 
braska, Minnesota, Massachusetts, Col- 
orado and California), besides tho pro- 
vision of the Ohio constitution which 
authorizes such a law, though none 
has been enacted, and 21 laws pro- 
viding for the support of mothers of 
dependent children. 


On a careful perusal of this book it 


will bo found that tho railroads have

• been overlooked and a consider- 


able degree of attention is given train 
urew laws, hours of service laws, law* 
requiring shelters for workmen, laws 
regulating height of bridges, etc., over
